the  Enemy  last  Campaign  at  Crownpoint,  and  on  the  promise  of  being 
supplied  with  provisions,  went  with  the  Army  to  Canada

Watertown,  May  4.— John  T.  Hurlbut, 
an  old  resident  of  this  city  and  well 
known  throughout  northern  New  York 
as  a  cheese  buyer  and  commission  mer- 
chant, died  Friday  afternoon  at  the 
home  of  his  daughter,  Mrs.  A.  E.  Moore, 
40  Stone  street,  aged  64.
